OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


C. N. HEALEY, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Mary L. Marston. This term was 
but a repetition of the success which attended Miss Marston’s endea- 
vors in District No. 2, in the Summer of 1871. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. R. H. Perkins. It is but justice to 
sav that this school under the instruction cf two such teachers 
ought to be and is the most advanced of any in town. This.was Mr. 
Perkins second term in this District. He well understands how to 
govern and instruct. At the examination a large number of parents 
and friends were present and were much pleased with the recitations, 
declamations and other exercises, which were creditable to hp ork 
and teacher. . ; 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


H. H. STAPLES, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Winter Terms taught by Miss Martha M. Cate. It 
has been my privilege to observe tliis school more closely perhaps 
than either of the others, and the deportment of the scholars, both 
in and out of school, has been marked by that quietness and good 
behavior which is indispensable to a rapid and thorough knowledge 
of their text books. Appearances at present would seem to indicate 
that could the services of Miss Cate be continued, this school will 
put in a claim for a part of the laurels so justly merited by District 
No. 1. 
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DISTRICT NO. 38. 
DAVID JEWELL, Jr., Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Annie F. Hills. Throughout the 
entire course of this school, it was easy to see the constant improve- 
ment going on under the charge of this accomplished teacher; it 
would have been a grievous fault of the pupils if it had been other- 
wise. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. B. J. Perkins. At the beginning of 
this term it was apparent that there was not that union of heart and 
sentiment which is essential to perfect success, but a fuller acquaint- 
ance with each other resulted in a better understanding and friend- 
ship, and those pupils presert at its close, demonstrated clearly to 
the many friends on exhibition day, that their time had been well 
spent, , 

DISTRICT NO. 4. 


WILLIAM B. LANG, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term and ten weeks of the Winter Term taught by Miss 
Mary E. Folsom. This school is small, the largest average being 
ten in the Winter term. Owing to feeble health, Miss Folsom was 
obliged to give up her school six weeks prior to its close; it was fin- 
ished by Miss Mary E. Clark: both these are experienced and suc- 
cessful teachers. Although this school is tew in numbers, yet in it 
can be found an instance not in any other in town: one seholar, 
Sarah B. H. Wiggin who has not been absent nor tardy one day for 
the year just closed; this for a girl thirteen years old is doing well 
wé6 think; there are others worthy of mention, but this is the best. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Teachers, yours is no mean employment, To you is entrusted in 
no small degree the education of the youth of our land. Ofthe teach- 
ers in town for the past year it can be truthfully said, you have dis- 
charged your duty faithfully to those under your charge. 

Your Committee would take this opportunity to congratulate the 
several Prudential Committees on their good fortune in obtaining so 
good and eflicient a corps of teachers the past vear. 

It would undoubtedly be advisable, so far as practicable, to employ 
the same teachers for the present year. It is a good plan to ‘‘let well 
enough alone ;” or, in other words, this system of changing teachers 
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every term, (especially when we have a good one and by the expen- 
diture of a little more money, could secure their continued services) 
is the bane. of education in our common schools. 

A very marked improvement has been noticed in regard to parents 
and teachers frequenting the school-room. Let each one in the dis- 
trict feel it their duty to visit the school at least once every term, 
and as much more as they find it convenent. This will encourage the 
teachers and stimulate the scholars to greater exertions in ascending 
the ‘hill of science.”
